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Cold Weather Forcing Some Canners to Sell—Higher Costs 
1920 Promised on All Goods—The Big Meat Packers 
Reported as Withdrawing From the Canning 
Business—Can Prices May Be 
Higher in 1920. 


The canned foods market? There ain’t no sich thing! And 
besides what do you want with a canned foods market at Christ- 
-mas time. But whether you want it or not it is not here to give 
you. The jobbers have apparently decided to leave canned foods 
alone for a while—until their inventories are completed, and ihe 
canners will not be able to move them from this determination by 
offering goods now. There is, of course, some business passing 


but it is very small in amount and only such as is required for 
immediate wants. 


The very cold weather that we are now having will force 
some more canners to part with their goods for fear of freezing. 
but for the same reason. owing to the scarcity of cars, the job- 


’ bers fear shipping the goods, as they will freeze in transit. A 


light freezing of the goods will not hurt them if they are guarded 
earefully afterwards so that they do not thaw out too quickly. 
The danger comes from the sweating and the consequent rusting 
and is therefore, to the can rather than the contents. Of course 
they must not be allowed to freeze so hard as to burst the cans, 
and that means that in this weather they must have some fire 


about them. They cannot be left in open-work sheds and expected 
to withstand below zero weather. 


The impression that after the turn of the year business will 
be better is growing rather than diminishing, for it is known that 
the jobbers are light holders of goods and must replenish at an 
early date. Some cities are still suffering from Government goods 
being offered at ridiculous prices—$1.32 for No. 3 standard toma- 
toes, for instance. But the day of reckoning on this is fast ap- 
proaching. The supplies are getting down to a low ebb, have en- 
tirely disappeared in some localities, and will soon all be gone in 
others. Just how the managers of this department of the Govern- 
ment can make satisfactory explanation on this needless loss of 
money is hard to see and we expect to witness more “investiga- 
tions” and “committee reports.” Of course nothing will come 
out of it as nothing ever does. 

But one big item that is beginning to stir the jobbers who 
are looking forward to the days when “futures” will be named, 
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is the apparent certainty that it will cost rather iuore inan less in 
1920 to pack the goods. Cans are said to be $2.00 per thousand 
higher for 1920 than they were in 1919; No. 3 cases or boxes which 
sold at 24c this year are quoted at 27c for 1920, and it takes a 
brave man to even imagine that the growers will name lower 
prices than they. did last year. Possibly this bravery will be 
equalled by the man who expects to secure help at lower prices. 
This being the case present prices will begin to look very cheap fo - 
the jobbers, and here is just one more reason why business should 
be better after inventory time. : 

We have heard of a good many new canners going into the 
business for 1920, and of many changes and improvements in the 
factories; but there are an unusual number now reporting as 
having given up the business and gone into other lines. We can- 
not recall when so many reported in so short a time as now out 
of business as has been the case in the past two weeks. There 
were a great many small canners badly hit last year, and they 
have decided to drop the effort. Many packers were unable to 
pack any goods whatever, owing to the high prices of tomatoes 
and the difficulty of getting them. One of the oldest canners in the 
business told the writer he had packed but seven cases of toma- 
toes this year. He packed some anples and some few other goods, 
and made some pulp, as the tomatoes came in too slowly to. hold 
the heln together; but there were quite a number of canners who 
were not able to hold out in the faze of this and have gone out of 
the business. Virginia packed but 25 per cent of its normal pack 
of tomatoes and those in a position to know say that they doubt 
if the State will do that well next season. It is early of course 
to make any such predictions, but other crops there—notably to- 
bacco—are paying so much better prices than tomatoes that the 
growers are turning all attention-to them. All this will nave an 
effect unon future prices and will be noticed quite distinctly in 
the market for spot goods, when the buyers once more resume 
business. 

A matter of more than passing interest is the announcement 
from Washington that the big meat packers have decided to with- 
draw from all lines other than the sale and slaughter of ‘meats 
per se. The report says that they will abandon their canning 
plants among other things. Just what effect this will have it is 
too early to say, but if the report is true it will please quite a 
number of who were becoming frightened at the growth of the big 
packers in this line. Personally we never saw any danger in 
this phase of the matter, but, on the contrary, regarded the advent 
of these big houses into the business as a heln towards the wider 
dessimination of the goods. They have taught millions of people 
to eat canned foods and, of course, this zood work will not be 
lost, as they will continue to eat them, whether the big packers 
produce them or not. If they give up the distribution of canned 
foods the industry will miss them, for they annually distributed 
millions of cases of goods which they did not produce. They 
bought quality goods invariably, and bought close as big »uyers 
do, but. on the whole, they were good customers. Their with- 


drawal from the business will not mean the curtailment of distri- 


bution or consumption of canned foods; it will merely mean the 
distribution will take place through other channels. They could 
never have controlled the production of canned fruits and vege- 
tables, especially, and the fear in that direction was groundless. 
We have mentioned that can prices promise to range about 
$2.00 per thousand above last year. It’ is explained that the tin 
plate basis will be $7.00 instead of $7.35, as in 1919, but that the 
operating costs have so heavily advanced as to make the advance 
in price necessary. No new prices have as yet been heard, and 
the above-referred to price is rumor, though of the better sort. 
We do not expect new can prices until after the turn.of the year.

THE CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE OF BALTIMORE 


The new Consolidated Freight Classification No. 1. has been 
filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission and will become 
effective December 30th, 1919, on both Federal and non-Federal 
control roads. This issue supersedes and combines the former, 
Southern and Western classifications. Many changes’ are involved, 
the most important of which is contained in Rule 10, which pro- 
vides the rates to be assessed on carolads of mixed commodities 


shipped from one consignor to one consignee as a carload shipment, 
It will be recaled that a year ago what was known as a pro- 


- posed Consolidated Freight Classification was issued which pro- 


vided for increased rating on canned fruits.and vegetables in less 
than carloads in Official Classification Territory. Protest against 
this proposed -increase was entered by the writer at hearing be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission in behalf of the Canned 
Goods Exchange of Baltimore and the Tri-State Packers Asso- 
ciation, with the result that the commission in its decision rendered 
July 3, 1919, held that the proposed increase on canned fruits and 
vegetables was not justified, therefore the new issue just filed 
with the commission makes no change in the ratings heretofore 
imposed on this commodity. 

The Consolidated Freight Classification is published by the 
Consolidated Classification Committee, 1828 Transportation Build- 
ing, Chicago, subscription price being $1.50 per copy ver year. 
This will include all supplements during the current year. 

The New York and Baltimore Inland Transportation Com- 
pany, which has for some months past operated a barge freight 
service between Baltimore and New York, via the canal route, 
has recently purchased two steamers which will shortly arrive in 
Baltimore, and after receiving repairs will be placed on the out- 
side route between Baltimore and New York superseding the op- 
eration of the barges on the inland route. 


This service will take the place of the one lost during the 
war when the vessels of the former New York and Baltimore 
Transportation Company were taken over by the Government for 
war purposes.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


Not Much Interest. Shown by Anyone—People Waiting. for 
Lower Prices—All Indications Point to Higher Costs in 
1920—Tomatoes Nominal—Corn Easy—Scarce 
Grades in Peas Wanted—Consuimers Seek- 
ing Fruits—Picked Up in Passing. 


Reported by Telegraph. - 


New York, December 19, 1919. 

The Situation—The year is closing, and as is usual under 
similar circumstances the markets are quiet. Not much interest 
is shown by anybody. All buyers are afraid to increase their 
holdings before inventory. And therefore they show considerable 
indifference about stocks. Apparently they believe that sufficient 
supplies are available whenever they want them. At any rate, 
why worry? Retailers are not greatly interested and, according 
to reports from retail sources consumers have been known to be 
considerably more eager to buy. The holiday season is not a time 
when canned foods constitute a great volume of trade, but usually 
more has been done than this year. Prices are still the bugaboo, 
and the Government efforts to reduce them, futile though they 
are, result in the consumer waiting just a little longer before he 
takes hold. For, since the Government has begun, perforce, the 
price must descend quickly and substantially. Meanwhile, the 
packer goes ahead pointing out that based upon actual production 
costs his goods will be from 10 to 25 cents, or more, higher in 
1920 than they were in 1919. It is not one or two, but all, con- 
sequently it is easy to understand that no profiteering is in prog- 
ress in this direction. It will be hard to convince packers that 
prices can go down. Perhaps with the continued Government 


agitation of a question which is world wide in its scope and in- ~ 


fluence, and the weak attempts to make a. difference in something 
that is fundamental, and can’t be changed ‘until production has 
overtaken consumption and a surplus has accumulated are. use- 
less. It is needless to figure on an earlier reduction in prices. 
Therefore. the situation promises no immediate changes regardless 
of the Government campaign to reduce prices by urging people 
to refuse to buy. The world is hungry and naked. Until it is fed 
and clothed prices must remain high. No Government can make 
the situation different. 

Tomatoes—The market has remained at about the same 
level for a considerable portion of the time since last week. Per- 
haps it might be said that prices are no more than-nominal. Bus- 
iness is too small to make a market anyway. No. 3s are quoted 
at $1.70 factory. No. 2s could be bought at $1.20 factory, and 
No. 10s at $6.50 factory. These figures mean but little, since no 
business has been done. A few cases made up most of the orders. 
Sometimes not more than half a dozen, and no one sold as much 
as a ear. Fancy hand-packed were wanted, but the supply is 
small and the market is, therefore, no more than nominal. Cali- 
fornia pack are distributed to a very narrow outlet and are held at 
$1.20 Coast for No. 2%s. Little inquiry is heard, and.as a whole 
the market seems to have quieted down for the season. Not until 
after the turn of the year and inventory time will any change be 
seen. Then it is probable that some business may be done, but 
how much few seem competent to even guess, and nothing ap- 
proaching a reasonably accurate estimate can be obtained. 

Corn—All packs seem easy. Maine style is quoted nomi- 
nally at $1.10, but sales as low as $1.071%4 were reported. New 
York standards are held at $1.25. Fancy state and Maine goods 
are held at $1.60. Western goods are not-moving here. They are 
held higher than Southern pack, therefore, it is impossible to sell 
anything in this market. Cheap grades of Maine corn are down as 
low as $1.00. Western packers are asking $1.321%4, and up. ac- 
cording to label. Not many orders are booked. ; 

Peas—Buying interest is centered chiefly in grades which 
are unobtainable. Stocks which are procurable do not fill require- 
ments, hence no business is done. The shortage of Nos. 1 and 2 
Alaskas and Nos. 1, 2 and 3 sweets still remains the chief factor 
in the situation. Extra standards: are taken to some extent; where 
top grades are lacking. Wisconsin standards are held at $1.15, but 
buying is barely moderate. New York No. 2 sweets are offered by 
some brokers, but buying interest does not develop very fast. » Wis- 
consin canners say that fancies will range from 15a25c. higher 
than in 1919. Buyers are seeking geods at 5a10c under the market. 

Pumpkin—Sales are less than they were a short time ago, 
and prices have declined to $1.00-and- on No. 3s and $3.00 on No. 
10s. Buyers have shown very little interest of Jate. 

Fruits—All varieties are’ more- wanted in the domestic 
market than they have been, the high cost of sugar and the dif- 
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_ Well packed fruit this year.

ficulty in obtaining it causing consumers’ to seek canned fruits to 
supply their requirements. A little better export demand is noted, 
also, though this has really developed but little during the week, 
A sale of three cars of special extra freestone peaches to a large 
Chicago house was reported. Holders are insisting upon getting 
full opening prices instead of shading, as they*have done for the 
past few weeks. Better grades of peaches and apricots are rather 
scarce and few holders are disposed to allow them to go at any- 
thing less than full values. What buying is done on the part of 
the public-is of the very best grades and this is attributed to the 
liberal supply of money which all seem to have. 

Apples—Arkansas is shipping a considerable quantity of 
Last year the stock from there was 
unsatisfactory, but this year they seem to have conquered their 
difficulties and are supplying excellent quality. New York State 
pack remains unchanged and buying is limited. No movement is 
reported in Southern stock, while Western pack is dull. Penn- 
sylvania goods are firm, but no movement is reported. 

Peaches—Rather more demand has developed for the 
better grades during the week. Goods in heavy syrup are wanted. 
Consumers find it advisable to buy these high priced goods instead 
of buying fruit and paying a high price for sugar to serve it with. 
Only the best grades show any considerable activity and this is 
apparently more or less spasmodic. 

Apricots—Consumers are asking for the best grades in 
more liberal quantities, and some holders are well cleared of 
stocks. They had only small holdings anyway and any increase in 
demand tended to clear available stocks very quickly. Holders 
are making no concessions. 

Pineapples—The coming output of the Hawaiian Islands 
is estimated at 5,000.000 cases and packers believe that every case 
of the 1919 pack will be sold before new pack is ready to go out. 
Buying is on a small scale now, but rather more inquiry is heard 
and some holders say they are getting-more business than for some 


- weeks. 


Salmon-—The total pack this year is estimated at 7,000,000 
cases, which is about 2,000,000 cases under last year. Movement 
is light. Domestic demand is limited. Some business is obtained 
from abroad, but it-is principally for lower grades. Red Alaska 
is quiet. but it is held at $3.50a3.60. Medium reds are held at 
$2.85a3.00, pinks at $2.15a2.30 and chums at $1.80a1.90. Most 
buyers pay these. prices for small lots. No one. is taking large 
lots, hence the situation offers no indication of new features. 

Sardines—Maine packers are endeavoring ito get the 
market for keyless quarter-oils on the basis of $4.50 and are in- 
variably quoting that figure. but that doesn’t mean that they get 
it. Jobbers can still get all they care to take at $4.25 f. o. b. 
Eastport. Export buying has been the market’s principal support, 
but it has slowed down-somewhat and the situation is rather 
dull. Some buying still continues. Domestic demand is narrow. 
Californias are firm and holders are disinclined to entertain offers 
unless they are for full outside prices. .Pound ovals sell at $6.75 
f. o. b. Coast. No change is reported in the foreign situation. 
Movement is moderate because of the high prices which must be 
obtained. 

Tuna—tThe market is working upward. White meat has 
passed out of first hands and bluefin will soon be gone. The first 
grade is quoted.at $11.00, but will bring a premium. Bluefin sells 
at $9.00 and stuffed-at $8.50. 


PICKED UP IN PASSING 


Retailers say that the increased demand which developed 


‘for a time has died down, and trade is about where it was be- 


fore it began. Movement into consumption’ is light, lighter 
than retailers like to see; but apparently purchasers have little 
disposition to inerease’ their holdings. Some large retailers 
by advertising combination sales and otherwise are attracting 
business, but the small. retailer is having more or less of a 
He thinks it is the competition-of the Government 
stores.

The ordinary grades of both fruits and vegetables are dull 
and, to some extent, neglected. 


Coast advices say that both peaches and pears can be 
obtained again below opening prices, but in small lots only. 
Apricots are held for the most part over opening prices. Move- 
ment is a little more active, but is still more or less slow. 


The total salmon packed in 1919 is given as substantially 


7,000,000 cases, compared with 9,962,300 cases in 1918. Out 
of the 1918 pack the Government took 1,000,000 cases, which 
was never really off the market and has since reappeared. As 
the holdings of the Government have been released and sold 
with other salmon, the offerings of the two years have been 
substantially the same. Figures of the various districts on 
the Coast are: Alaska district, 1,300,000 cdses red, 200,000 
cases cohoes, 1,400,000 cases pinks, 1,600,000 cases chums; 
a total of 4,500,000 cases. 
100,000 cases; sockeyes, 50,000, cases; pinks, 500,000 cases; 
chums, 350,000 cases; total, 1,000,000 cases. British Colum- 
bia: Kings, 100,000 cases; sockeyes, 140,000 cases; reds, 376,- 
000 cases; cohoes, 140,000 cases; pinks, 528,000 cases; chums, 
200,000 cases; total, 2,244,000 gases. British Columbia pack- 
ers have in addition to this a large holdover, which they would 
like to dispose of for export purposes. The pack on the Colum- 
bia River is given as 370,000 cases kings; cohoes, 55,000 cases; 
chums, 30,000 cases; total, 455,000 cases. Outside pack of all 
varieties, 200,000 cases, The total packs are: Kings, 570,000 
eases; reds, 1,300,000 cases; sockeyes, 326,000 cases; cohoes, 
395,000 cases; pinks, 2,428,000 cases; chums, 2,188,000 cases; 
total, 7,399,000 cases. Some of the packers bought back their 
stocks from the Government at cost price, then held them until 
prices went up and cleared good profits. Few sold until the 
new figures began to arrive. When the stories of shortage 
began to circulate they began distributing their supplies, and 
they have made well on their goods. They can hardly com- 
plain about the money they have made on the fish returned 
by the Government. 

A late salmon run is reported from Aberdeen, Wash., and 
fishermen have been reaping a harvest. One is reported to 
have made $2.700 in five days and from $50 to $100 a day was 
a common figure. They were all silver sides and reported 
rather large.

Canned Foods Are in Their Holiday Se Jobbers Would 
Like Good Corn at Low Prices—Wholesalers Well 
Supplied With Tomatoes—Some Fine Peaches 
About—Some Fine Hominy—Most 
Oyster Canners Sold Far 
Ahead. 


Reported by Telegram 


Chicago, December 19, 1919. 

Generalities—The nearness of the holidays and of the 
first of the year, when the taking of the annual inventory 
is in order, has installed a stagnation in the canned foods 
market and no movement of any kind-in any line of canned 
foods is noted. 

Canned Corn—There is some disposition to shop on the 
part of some buyers for desirable lots of canned corn to be 
shipped and billed after January 1, 1920, but at low price 
limits, though good quality is required. Their expectation 
as to price is about $1.10 f. 0. b. cannery for a good quality 
of Western standard. 

Maine corn or fancy Western corn is not wanted, 

Canned Peas—Interest in this article is lacking, and even 
the demand for fancy quality and the smaller sizes, which 
has been prevalent for several months past, has disappeared 
in the general whirlpool of inactivity and indifference. 

Very low prices on offerings are not being named, and 
holders do not evince any especial anxiety to sell. 

Canned Tomatoes—Wholesale buyers seem to be well 
supplied and state that they are informed by retail grocers 
that canned tomatoes are moving very slowly. The retailers 
attribute this slow selling to the price that must be obtained, 
and state that consumers pay 20c to 25c for a No. 3 can of 
tomatoes with great reluctance, and claim that they are not 
economical at the price, but are a luxury rather than an eco- 
nomical necessity. 

The big restaurants and hotels no longer serve tomatoes 
as a side dish free with meat orders, but charge from 10 to 
15 cents for a portion of tomatoes. They claim that they are 
now paying $6.50 to $7.00 per dozen for No. 10 cans, for 
which they used to pay $3.00 to $3.50 per dozen, and that 
this price, now paid, places the article beyond the- reach of 
a free side dish with meats. ; 

The position is not inconsistent when we consider that 

bread, potatoes and everything else is now being charged for— 
the only free article being water and air. 
Canned Salmon—tThis article is without friends at pres- 
It has been set aside on the shelf until a demand appears. 
I understand that exporters are taking some salmon, but 
the domestic trade is quiet, 

Canned Spinach—The splendid value imparted to this 
article by the Federal stipulations as to the net weight of con- 
tents of the cans is causing consumers to take hold of it from 
an economical standpoint, and a better distributive trade than 
usual seems to have developed for the new or fall pack of 1919 
canned spinach. Canners in the East are finding a fair de- 
mand, and will soon be closed out. California has made a 
heavy pack of spinach ths season, but seems to be finding a 
ready sale for it. 


Canners of Baltimore have advanced their prices about 
10 cents per dozen on No. 8 size, and are talking of still fur- 
ther advances. 

Canned Sweet Potatoes—Considerable canning of this 
article was done this season, and some stocks are being held 
in first hands. Prices of No. 3 standard quality, f. 0. b. East- 
ern points, range from $1.50 to $1.60 per dozen, while fancy 
quality No. 3 cans is held at $1.75. 


ent. 
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Southern pack of yam sweet potatoes is held at $1.75 to 
$1.80 per dozen, f. 0. b. cannery. I have seen some very beau- 
tiful goods in this article this year, as canners seem to have 


taken great care in -the selection, peeling and handling of 
the goods. . 


Taking actual value as. an economical food into consid- 
eration, there is no article put in cans which is superior in 


nutrition, goodness or economy, and the sale should grow 
enormously. 


Canned Peaches—This fruit has sold heavily this season, 

and Michigan, California, New York, Maryland, New Jersey 
and Delaware, Arkansas, Virginia and other States have all 
done their utmost to pack. all the peaches they could at the 
high price obtainable, and urgent demand stimulated produc- 
tion. Most of the-peaches packed were sold in advance, and 
the holdings in first hands are small. . 
; I learn that there are several lots of fine peaches in syrup 
in No. 3 and-in No. 2:cans held by Baltimore canners which 
are of a splendid quality and value. Some of them are hand- 
peeled and some brush-peeled, but-all. are of excellent style 
and flavor. They are all nearly yellow free variety, though 
there are a very few white clings held by canners East, 

These white .cling peaches are superb in style and un- 
equaled in flavor by any other variety of peach packed when 
they are canned at the proper stage of ripeness. 


Buyers, however, are usually afraid to stock them, being 


advised or convinced that only yellow peaches are wanted by 
consumers, 


Fine Hominy—I have received by express from Otol Food 
Products Company, Nebraska City, Nebraska, two cans of hom- 
iny in No. 3 cans for my examination. 

The hominy was beautifully white, there being not a 
yellow or discolored grain in a can. The cans were filled per- 
fectly full, very little water remaining in the can. I found 
only four black points or eyes which are found at the germi- 
nating ends of every grain, all these being almost perfectly 
removed, although the grains were whole and not cracked. 

The hominy had been made by the lye process, but had 
been so thoroughly washed, or so little lye had been used, 
that there was only a very indistinct lye flavor, just a sus- 
picion as it were. The quality of this hominy was so good 
and its appearance so fine that it is a pleasure to commend it. 

I had it served on my table fried, and with cream and 
sugar warmed, and with butter and salt warmed, to test it 
carefully, and I, therefore, know what I am talking about 
when I describe its excellence. I have during the past three 
years seen some canned hominy the quality of which was 
awful, and I hope canners, now that the haste of war produc- 
tion is over, will get back to care and quality once more. 
Any canner may mail me a can of any product addressed to 
“Wrangler,” 5939 Midway Park, Chicago, IIl., and I will test 
it for quality, and if it is commendable I will so state in this 
page, but if it is undesirable I will write privately and state 
why. This is not a scheme to abolish the high cost of living, 
as a joking friend of mine charged, for I have plenty of canned 
food always in my reach, but it is a sincere effort to recognize 
good quality in canned foods, and to do what I can to en- 
courage it. It does not matter who your broker is or where 
your goods are packed, a candid and fair opinion as to quality 
if good will always be published in this page. This paper has 
no favorites. If the quality is not meritorious it will not be 
mentioned on this page, but will be privately criticized by mail 
to the canner. 

Baltimore Canners—Il am finishing this communication 
in Baltimore, where I am on my way to the Tri-States Canners’ 
Convention at Philadelphia, and while here have had time to 
call at a few of the Baltimore canneries, It is a tremendous 
business here, and the oyster canning is now at its height. The 
bay is full of oyster schooners, and the fresh oyster plants are 
very busy, but the big cove oyster canneries are almost idle. 

Most of them are sold far ahead, some of them until 
March, but they cannot run now because the demand for fresh 
oysters is so great and at such prices that cove oyster canners 
are unable to compete and most wait until that demand 
slows up. 

By the way, I dined with A. I. Judge, the editor of this 
paper, under the delightful and hospitable auspices of Mrs: 
Judge and their children in their cozy and comfortable home. 
The youngest of this family of young Judges was three and 
the eldest about 16, boys and girls all together. The girls are 
all little beauties and the boys thoroughbreds, and they are 
all my fast friends.

Baltimore, Maryland 
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Rains and Snow in California—Frost Has Done Some Damage 
—Salmon Being Exterminated in Alaska—California 
Canncrs’ League to Hold Annual Meeting— 

Notes of the Trade. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


San Francisco, December 16, 1919. 

California is being given a real touch of winter, with rains 
along the coast and in the interior valleys, and heavy snow storms 
in the mountains. Frosts have done some damage to oranges and 
olives, but conditions on the whole are highly pleasing to fruit 
growers. Fresh ‘fruits and vegetables are now in limited quan- 
tities and varieties and grocers are commencing to sell more 
canned foods. 


C. D. Garfield, Alaska Fish Commissioner, recently addressed 
a gathering of salmon packers held at Seattle, Wash., and advised 
his hearers that the fishing industry in the territory would be 
. completely demoralized within a very few years unless drastic 
restrictions are at once placed into effect to allow sufficient fish to 
enter the spawning streams. He described how salmon had been 
exterminated in streams emptying into Puget Sound and how 
each year sees a reduced run in the few streams in which the 
fish are to he found. In speaking of the artificial propagation of 
salmon he said: “For the past fifteen years the Government has 
been endeavoring to replenish the supply by building hatcheries 
and distributing salmon fry. So far not a single instance has 
been recorded where these fish return to propagate in the waters 
in which they were released and the fact seems well established 
that the efforts of the Government have proven a failure. It 
took 100,000,000 salmon to complete the packs of Alaska’s one 
hundred and thirty-five canneries during the years 1917 and 1918. 
Within a few years these institutions will for the most part be 


serapped and the industry ruined unless strict protective measures 
are adopted.” 


Commissioner Garfield quoted instances where Alaskan In- 
dians had combed the headwaters of various streams until not a 
single salmon escaped to propagate. He further charged that he 
had observed fish being sold to canneries that was unfit for food, 
having been caught several days previous in the headwaters of 
streams and transported to canneries by boat. He made a strong 
appeal for co-ordination of purpose to bring about legislation that 
will protect the industry. He stated that the aims of the com- 
mission were to secure the passage of laws to prohibit salmon 
fishing in all streams and lakes of Alaska, and to prohibit fish- 
ing within five hundred feet of the mouths of streams, permitting 
enough salmon to escape for spawning to insure the maintainance 
of the packs and to build the runs up to their former size. 


The annual meeting of the Canners’ League of California 
will be held at the headquarters in San Francisco on January 8 
and an all-day session is planned, with a dinner in the evening. 
This organization has accomplished much during the past year 
and the policy of employing a paid secretary to devote his entire 
time to the work has been more than justified. Through its 
efforts readjustments of freight classifications have been made 
that have saved the industry thousands of dollars and much an- 
noyance has been saved members by securing information on ex- 
port requirements. Undoubtedly, the most constructive bit of 
work has been the revising of the specifications for Califorma 
canned fruits and the new system will go into effect in 1920. In 
addition to having been adopted by the Canners’ League of Cali- 
fornia, which now has a membership of forty-five packers in Su- 
perior California, these specifications haye been approvéd by the 
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Fruit and Vegetable Canners’ Association of Southern California, 
comprising the eight southern counties of the State. 


The local tomato market is without change and but little in 
this line is changing hands, even at concessions. Some profess to 
believe that there will be increased activity in canned tomatoes 
immediately following the holidays, but others express the opinion 
that it will be several months before conditicns improve. 


The Curtis plant at Long Beach, Cal., is operating on ripe 
olives and it is expected that about twelve hundred tons of the 
fruit will be handled there this season. The plant was recently 
moved to Long Beach from Bloomington and attention is now 
being paid to the packing of fish as well as the processing of 
olives. A new product called Curtisola, consisting of tuna, sar- 
dine, artichoke, pimento and pickles is now being offered the gro- 
cery trade, as well as Chicnic, also a fish product. 


The Windsor Canning Company has filed articles of incor- 
poration at Santa Rosa, Cal., with a capital stock of $100,000. Tho 
incorporators are Antonio M. Cogiandro and N. S. Stewart, of San 
Francisco, and T. N. Scotchler, of Berkeley, Cal. 


Libby, McNeill & Libby have purchased a tract of thirteen 
acres at Gridley, Cal., and will erect a fruit cannery to cost about 
$335,000. This concern has also purchased 1,289 acres of rich 
farming land in San Joaquin County, the tract having both water 
and rail facilities. 


The San Benito Canning Company has purchased a large ware- 
house and six acres of land from the Lathrop Hay Company at 
Hollister, Cal., and will install a cannery at an estimated cost 
of $75,000. 

The San Leandro Canning Company has been incorporated at 
San Leandro, Cal., with a capital stock of $100,000 by L. J. Toffel- 
mnier, L. Perillo and J. C. Toffelmier. 


The California Packing Corporation has awarded contracts 
for enlarging its plant at Jefferson and Leavenworth streets, San 
Francisco, Cal. 


The City Council of Oakland, Cal., is considering the adoption 
of an ordinance which will place a license tax on every line of 
business in that city. According to the schedule under considera- 
tion fruit, vegetable, fish and meat packers will be called upon to 
pay a license fee ranging from ten to sixty dollars a year. 

The Borden Company, a new corporation organized for the 
purpose of handling the business of the Borden Condensed Milk 
Company in the Rocky Mountain and Pacific Coast territory, has 
opened offices in the Cunard Building, San Francisco, Cal., and 
will attend to production, sales and collections. P. E. Sobotker, 
who has represented the parent firm for the past fifteen years in 
this territory, heads the new corporation and will act as sales 
manager. W. W. Hollingshead will be in charge of production, 
while C. A. Marsh will be office manager. A large plant is 
planned for Northern California and the Far Western trade will be 
served from here. No change will be made in the firm’s brokers 
in this territory. 


The Biddle Purchasing Company has opened offices at 260 
California street, San Francisco, with Dan Woolf, Jr., in charge, 
and will specialize on the purchase of California products. 

The firm of William Olney, Inc., has been incorporated at San 
Francisco, Cal., with a capital stock of $15,000 by William Olney, 
R. F. De Puy and Louis Bartlett. A commission and brokerage 
business will be engaged in.

Cold Weather Continues—Corn Market Seems Firm—Growers 
and Canners Mieet—No Surplus Apples Here—Jobbers 
After Sardines—Maine Canners Hear 
About Advertising. 


Portland, Maine, December 19, 1919. 

Every day the weather man predicts “continued cold,” and 
every day he is vindicated. This is the fifth day of near-zero 
weather, and the only sign of change is a threat of snow. How- 
ever, we are obliged to recall that in four days the temperature 
ranged from 60 degrees to zero, and 60 degrees is not winter 
weather. There is just snow enough on the ground to make a 
good foundation if it could be well covered, and it is hoped that 
the promised storm may accomplish this. Eight thousand men 
and several thousand horses are now waiting for lumbering op- 
erations to begin on the Penobscot River territory, and compara- 
tive numbers in other sections of the State. 


Maine Corn—tThis article of merchandise remains firm at 
$1.60, and is selling steadily, if slowly, at that figure.. When a 
buyer wants fancy Maine corn, and goods of that grade can be 
found, no question is raised about the price. Packers and brokers 
anticipate an advance when the New Year brings active buying, 
and many jobbers are also stating that present purchases are 
made because of an expected raise in price. 

1920 Maine Corn—This week the Maine (anners’ As- 
sociation were called into session to meet the Maine Sweet Corn 
Growers’ Association, with a view to discussing the price to be 
paid to growers in 1920. The outceme of the meeting has not 
been announced, but the fact that the meeting, called for 10 


ox 
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o’clock in the morning, was adjourned at noon for a short recess 
only, shows that the matter is getting much attention. This cer- 
tainly will have great influence on the 1320 price of fancy Maine 
corn. 

No. 10 Apples—The season in Maine is practically over, 
with no surplus stock of any amount. even after a very large 
pack of apples for Maine. The last prices quoted were $5.50, and 
this will be maintained on any spot stocks that may be offered. 


Sardines—-There is an unusual demand for sardines for 
December trade, indicating that jobbers are out of stocks and 
are buying for their present needs. Packers are holding for $4.50, 
and the buyers who have countered with a $4.25 price for quarter 
oils keyless have gone home empty handed, Packers assert that 
after the turn of the year the price will “come back” to its origi- 
nal figure. The holdings in first hands are not more than enough 
to take care of the usual demand, so there will be no bargains 
offered. 

Clams-—The packing season is well under way, and some 
very fine goods are being put up. The price is $1.25 for 5-ounce 
f. o. b. factory. Packers are looking for a short pack. No man 
hankers to stand ankle deep in sea water, with the weather below 
zero, and that is what clam digging means in the winter. 

Cut Stringless Green Beans—This line seems to be having 
a little popularity just at the moment, and several sales have been 
reported. Packers are holding firmly for $1.40, and when sales 
are made this is the price. When these beans are bought on a 
competitive basis with competition of samples as well as: prices, 
they show up so well that buyers of really fancy goods prefer to 
pay the price and get Maine goods. 


Canners’ Association—The Maine Canners’ Association was 


invited to gather on the 16th inst. to meet members of the Na-

General discussion was then held as to what could be done 
especially by the women in the way of suggestions for the bet- 
terment of canned foods distribution and their standing with the 
general public. Various valuable suggestions were made by Mrs. 
Rutter, Mrs. Hopkins, Mrs. Swaim, Mrs. Cadwallader and Mrs. 
Vickers. 

Miss Frances Wetmore of the Elizabeth McCormick Memorial 
Association was introduced by Mrs. Matthews and presented a very 
fine address on Americanization, 


W. A. Miskimen, president of the Western Canners Associa- 
tion, was introduced by Mrs. Matthews and spoke as follows: 

It is one of the pleasures and privileges of this office to 
speak before the Ladies’ Auxiliary. As a matter of fact, some one 
over on the men’s side advanced the idea that I was instrumental 
in helping start the Auxiliary in order that I might have the 
opportunity. I wish I might claim the credit for such good judg- 
ment and forethought. 


In the comparatively small gathering at the Ladies’ Auxiliary 
last spring and now again at this time, I see the makings of his- 
tory. There are in the jurisdiction of the Western Canners’ As- 
sociation some seven hundred food preserving establishments. The 
membership of the Western is steadily increasing and I have no 
doubt will continue to do so. Also the interest in the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary will no doubt increase at an accelerating rate so that 
within a very few years 1 feel convinced that at one of. your 
meetings an attendance of two hundred and fifty or three hundred 
ladies will be taken quite 4s a matter of course. This is a thought, 
too, which I believe will develop” in the national association. 
You know for some years*the Westérn has served a distinct pur- 
pose in that it presents opportunity for various questions effecting 
the canners of the;Middle Western States to be thoroughly dis- 
cussed and threshed out. Then the essentials and the things 
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which really are of basic importance are in good shape to be 
taken up and carried forward by the National Association. I be- 
lieve that a Ladies’ Auxiliary will become one of the bodies of 
the National Association also and that in the course of n few 
years a thousand or fifteen hundred ladies will go co the national) 
meetings regularly and have their own well develope’ activities. 
These things are not at all impossible nor even improbable. 1 
have seen the time, and not so very long ago, when a Western 
Association meeting would have an attendance of probably twenty 
eanners. Also the National Association in eleven years has grown 
from a very small beginning to the largest convention held in 
the United States, drawing thousands of people and presenting a 
difficult question in finding a city that can take care of it. There- 
fore, in its inception I see in this Ladies’ Auxiliary the beginnings 
of many good things. 


Just as a matter of refreshing our minds on the facts of the 
case and in order that we may realize the magnitude of our in- 
dustry, let me state what has been said heretofore, namely, that 
there are some four thousand various canners in the United 
States with a product approximating seven hundred million dol- 
lars per year and employing directly half a million people. lur- 
thermore, this industry has grown up practically all since the 
Civil War and has increased by leaps and bounds in the past 25 
years. The growth is still going on. In fact, has hardly started. 
So you: can see the vast possibilities of our industry and the prog- 
ress that we shall likely witness within the next decade. 


Now as to the specific purpose of the Ladies’ Auxiliary both 
as to its benefits from the standpoint of an organization and the 
reason why each one of you individually should be an active mem- 
ber of it. In the first place the existence of this Auxiliary shows 
a spirit which stands for a great deal. It shows that you are 


interested in the men of your families and in their efforts and 
activities. It also shows that the men are willing and glad to

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and questions of their daily work; to look to you for suggestions 
and the fine points connected with the business which might be 
“overlooked by them. You know after all these men, the canners 
as a whole, do not know very much about foods except from the 
manufacturing and marketing standpoint. It takes about all their 
time to look after the operation of their plants, contract for raw 
materials, arrange the finances and a thousand and one things 
which come up every day and every week. Furthermore, it is 
distinctly your province to be the part of the family conversant 


with food values since you provide the meals and look after the 
household affairs. 


In this day and age it has been pretty well worked out what 
the average human being requires to form an adequate and bal- 
anced ration. There must be a certain percentage of the vari- 
ous elements, fats, carbo-hydrates, proteins, mineral salts and the 
protective elements still being carefully studied commonly known 


as vitamines. Also we know that the average man will require | 


daily food of certain proportion as to the above elements and con- 
taining in energy or heat units approximately twenty-five hun- 
dred calories. In spite of the fact that much has been taught 
and published along these lines I venture the statement that the 
food prepared and consumed in the world is not handled in such a 
way as could be rated at more than 50 per cent efficient. Nine 
families out of ten could be more vigorous and better nourishea 
on much less food cost than they are under present arrangements, 
and the burden of production would be correspondingly lessened. 
You are better informed along these lines than most housewives 
and this organization can do wonderful work by the spreading of 
knowledge on foods and food value. This work will be of value 
directly to yourselves, because it will stimulate the use of canned 
foods and it will, of course, be of great value to those who are 
taught how to select and combine foods for themselves and fami- 


lies to a greater advantage. If you confined yourselves to this 
work alone the organization would be amply justified for its 
existence. 
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There are many other ways in which you can be of benefit and 
assistance. Study conditions in your local community and you 
will find out many things which will be interesting and profitable 
to the men of your families in the carrying on of their business. 
The work will be doubly satisfying for the reason that everything 
which you do will be of benefit not only to yourselves but even 
more to those with whom you work. 

As to the matter of taking time to attend these meetings, I 
believe that each one of you finds already ample satisfaction and 
feels personally repaid for any effort involved therein. You will 
find that new questions and activity will constantly arise and that 
soon it will not be a matter of formulating things which are to 
be done but a matter of selecting from the many possibilities those 
things which are most essential. I feel that each one of you will 
derive satisfaction, pleasure and information from these meetings 
and that they will have a broadening influence on all concerned. 


I would suggest as a primary move that you make every effort 
to increase the membership of this Auxiliary, thus extending its 
influence for good and bringing into it the various ideas and 
opinoins from various sections. I would suggest too that your 
officers send out communications from time to time to your mem- 
bers bearing on matters of common interest. 


Make a study of food problems in your own community and 
identify yourselves with any movements connected with commu- 
nity instruction along these lines. Introduce the matter of foods 
in the club work, as a more vital question cannot be presented. 

Finally, there is the satisfaction to you of taking your places 
in active work and being identified with current affairs and most 
particularly of pioneering in a movement toward building together 
a body of women which soon will be of national importance and 
which will work hand in hand with the Inspection and Publicity 
Plan that is just now being put into operation. 

From the things which you have already done in your meet- 
ings and the personnel of your initial membership I know that

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CANADIAN CANNED FRUITS ARE GETTING SCARCE 


Demand for Domestic Account Is Much Earlier Than Is Usually 


the Case and Stocks Are Being Cleaned Up— 
Export Inquiry, Too, A 
(From the Canadian Grocer.) 


Indications point to a scarcity of canned fruits before the 
season is very far advanced. There has been a great demand 
for canned fruits of all kinds, and much earlier than is usually 
the case, wholesalers state. This is largely due to the fact that 
many housewives did not preserve on her own account as much 
as was her custom because of the high prices of fruits, and 
also of sugar. The scarcity of the latter, too, forced many 
people to curtail preserving operations. 
supplies, which were none too plentiful this year, on account 
of short crops in various fruits, are being drawn upon to a 
very great extent, and it is more than likely that long ere the 
season is spent there will be little, if any, canned fruit to 
be had. 


Export of canned fruits is also taking place, most of the 
canners having contracts for overseas delivery. This, too, is a 
factor in the scarcity. There is a very heavy demand in the 
Old Country for canned fruits, as the industry there has not 
yet got back to a normal. basis. Europe, too, is anxious to 
buy all that can be spared her. As far as this market is con- 
cerned, stocks in wholesalers’ hands are being rapidly cleaned 
out. Domestic inquiry is much earlier than ordinarily, and 
it is felt that later the retail trade will have difficulty getting 
repeat orders. 


In the case of canned vegetables, supplies are larger and 
there is not the same scarity apparent. There is also some 
export in vegetables, and buying for domestic account, too, 
has been very active.

Just while we were remarking last week that word regarding 
the big Annual Convention and Machinery Exhibit—at Cleveland 
the week of January 26th, 1920, was rather scarce the following 
telegram was being sent to us—but did not arrive in time for 
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use, that week: 


Cleveland, O., December 14, 1919. 
A. I. Jupce, Editor, 
The Canning Trade: 


Location Committee has investigated the Convention 
outlook today. No doubt about Machinery Building being 
finished in ample time to properly house the exhibit. Hotel 
situation indicates that the 2,250 rooms contracted for 
have been assigned by the various Cleveland hotels. How- 
ever, rooms are still available at hotels: Cleveland, Olm- 
stead, Gilsey and Mecca. Committee today has created 
official organization to check up all reservations in order 
to disclose and avoid duplicate assignments. Hotel Men’s 
Association reports unusually large number of room reser- 
vations with single occupant. The hotel situation of this 
whole country is well known; abnormal conditions being 
apparent to all travelers. In view of this situation we 
urge parties who have made single reservations to double 
up wherever practical in order to release additional rooms. 
It is felt that when this situation is straightened out 
there is no question about Cleveland taking care of the 
attendance, which will greatly exceed any past convention. 
In other words, we have Cleveland’s assurance that every- 
one will be taken care of if our members will co-operate. 
Special delivery letter forwarded tomorrow giving Hotel 
Men’s Asociation point of view and verifying above state- 
ments.

Cleveland, Ohio, December 15, 1919. 
Location Committee, 
National Canners’ Association, 
Gentlemen: Answering your letter regarding the hotel 
situation for the Convention to be held here January 26 
to 30—as chairman of the Executive Committee of the 


Cleveland Hotel Association, I have made a survey of the 
hotel rooms already assigned and the number of visitors 
they are to accommodate. 


Our agreement with your committee was to provide 
a total of at least 2,250 rooms—and the obvious conclu- 
sion was that sufficient double or triple occupancy of these 


rooms would follow, to the end that those attending the 
Convention would and could be accommodated 


My survey develops the fact that at least 60 per cent. 
of the reservations now in are for single occupancy and, 
as the hotels are understood not to refuse single reserva- 
tions, the situation is one which must be put plainly before 
you and your association. 


Cleveland, as you know, has an excess of hotel ca- 
pacity, perhaps greater than any of the other large cities 
in the country, but it is quite impossible for this or any 
other city to house the attendance your associations expect 
and permit each delegate, or even a half of them, to oc- 
cupy a room exclusively. 

The Hotel Men of Cleveland desire to keep faith with 
your Association in the matter of bookings, but, in view 
of the unprecedented advance requests, we must urgently 
present the necessity of your immediately enlisting the 


co-operation of the members of the three associations. 
May we not respectfully suggest that you present the sit- 
uation to your members, to the end that those who have 
the real interest of the Association at heart, as well as 
the comfort of fellow-delegates, will immediately signify 
their willingness to have a friend or fellow-delegate share 
the room they reserved—especially where the hotel can 
provide an individual bed for each person? 

I feel very sure you will understand the spirit in 
which this suggestion is made. You have the facts before 
you and know, from past experience. the spirit which pre- 
vails in Cleveland and its hotels. We have solely in mind 
the best of service to you and the housing of all who may 
wish to attend this, and undoubtedly your largest, Con- 
vention.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS 


A Merry Christmas to you, Gentlemen! 


And it is our sincere wish that the Peace of Christmas 
may settle down upon you and your homes and all therein, 
and that you may feel that happiness which only good will 
towards all men can insure. 


The world is sick of strife and discord, war and the 
rumors of war, and longs now for even that peace which it 
enjoyed before the greed of one man set the world aflame with 
war. It sees now that it had then a truly enjoyable thing— 
but that it did not always realize it. 


It is even growing weary of the orgy of spending and is 
beginning to question if the big wages it has been drawing 
are really worth what they seem. Money is not everything, 
and the world is learning that very rapidly; the heathen god 
of gold’ threatens to be thrown down in the dust. There is 
a yearning for peace and quiet—that contentment which 
Christmas so clearly typifies. And that indicates a moral gain, 


The canners may not find the task a pleasant one ag they 
cast up the records of this declining year—at least, the show- 


ing will not be in keeping with the popular idea of the average 
man. The prevalent idea is that all business has made a for- 
tune this year—and yet we wonder if other lines are not look- 
ing upon their records in about the same way as the canners 
are. We know it has not been a good year in our business; 
we hear others in other lines say the same thing. We smile 
knowingly when they make the remark—and believe the re- 
serve is true. May it not be as true with them as it is with us? 
The fact that the total business in dollars far exceeds other 
years is no indication of greater profits. It is with business as 
it is with the wage-earner—he has come to realize that the 
big wages, in face of the big prices, mean nothing. And so 
with business. 


We believe that the world has come to the place where 
if it were given the chance to return to an average day’s work 
at fair wages, sufficient to buy daily requirements and leave 
a small amount for pleasures, it would do so in preference 
to the hurly-burly of late months, where, as someone has said, 
the market money has to be carried in a basket and the pur- 
chases can be brought home in the vest pocket. 


There was a time when the negro was the happiest man 
on earth. He managed to get enough to eat, enough clothes 
to protect him from the weather—and he had not a worry 
in the world beyond this. It was an heirloom handed down 
from slavery days, when he was fed and clothed by his master. 
But he has been touched by the taint of money, has made 
more in a day than he formerly made in a week or a month, 
and he has lost his care-free, happy disposition. And what 
has happened to the negro has happened to the world—and 
men are beginning to question if the change was worth while. 


The Infant of Bethlehem might have been born in the 
greatest grandeur the world has ever seen, but He chose, 
rather, the dead of night and the obscurity of a wayside 
stable. What a contrast to the world’s present striving! 
Small wonder that men are not finding peace and satisfaction, 
even when they think they have achieved their aims. His 
first Christmas wish to mankind was Peace—peace, content- 
ment, happiness—greater far than wealth and extravagance— 
and this truth is coming home to all men! 


On another page we give a telegram from Cleveland, 
stating that the stage is all set for the big Convention, And 
in connection with it there is a letter addressed personally to 
every man who attends the Convention. The letter is from 
the Hotel Men’s Association, or, rather, a committee appointed 
to supervise the assignment of hotel rooms. It begins to look 
as if the entire industry, to the man, intended to be present 
in Cleveland that week. The hotel men show that if this 
proves to be the case, the 2,250 rooms promised for the Con- 
vention will not be sufficient, unless those who have single 
rooms consent to double up. Hotels everywhere, in all cities, 
are crowded, and Cleveland has been most generous in her 
efforts to comfortably care for the canners. But she needs 
the co-operation of the canners, and she merely asks that dele- 
gates consent to share their rooms with other delegates, and 
offers to put extra beds in the rooms for that purpose. This 
will mean no hardship, and we are sure will be gladly com- 
plied with. 


Last week at the Canned Goods Exchange meeting the 
question of a New Year’s Eve celebration was voted down for 
reasons that are obvious; but the question of having a Canned 
Goods Exchange Special Train to the Convention was warmly 
indorsed, and its arrangement was left in the hands of the 
last committee which coducted the affair with such signal

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success. Incidentally, the last Special Train went to Cleve- 
land. The committee was composed of H. W. Krebs, of the 
American Can Co.; R. A. Sindall, of A. K. Robins & Co., and 
J. A. Cole, of the Atlantic Can Co. If a train can be arranged, 


this committee will see to it that everything will be done for 
the comfort and pleasure of the travelers. If you want to 
go with this fine party, it would be well to get your reserva- 
tions now. 


There was some concern over the building that is to house 
the big Machinery Exhibit, because it was just being built 
at the time Cleveland was decided upon as the Convention 
City. The word from there gives assurance that it will be 
ready and one of the biggest Machinery Exhibits ever made 


installed in time for the attention of all canners. There was 
no exhibit last year, so the Conventionites are hungry for the 
Show. Early indications promise many new and important 
machines, so the visitor will not be disappointed. 


As was to be expected, the turnout at the Tri-State meet- 
ing taxed the capacity of the big Hotel Adelphia. The meeting 
room was crowded to overflowing, and every speaker was lis- 
tened to intently and to the end of the program. And there 
was more “‘meat‘’ to these sessions than usual, The great 
advertising campaign and its twin brother, Inspection, were 
the leading features, but this time the growing of crops, im- 
proved seeds and many other important matters were brought 
prominently forward. It was a meeting that proved helpful 
to those who attended, and the kind that helps to make an 
Association worth while. The Tri-States have awakened to 
the fact that if they expect to successfully compete with the 
rest of the country they must learn to grow more crops on 
the same acreage—in other words, practice intensive farming. 


And the canners have come to realize that they must work 
with the farmer to this end, and not leave the growing of crops 
entirely to the growers. This marks a new day and a favorable 
one for the industry, because out of it will come a closer rela- 
tionship between the canners and the growers, a full realiza- 
tion that their interests are mutual, and the ending of the old 
antagonisms. This will not develop in a day or a year, but 
it has begun, and it will grow and spread out to the benefit 
of both. When it has become a fact, then these Tri-States will 
indeed be the garden spot of the country and the producer 
of the great bulk of fine canned foods. 


BREWERIES BECOMING FOOD PLANTS 


The old Beaver brewery at Black River Falls, Wisconsin, 
has been purchased by the Wisconsin Canned Foods Company, 
of Fairchild, Wisconsin, and is being remodeled. It will be 
used for a canning factory for the purpose of canning peas and 
for the manufacturing of jams and jellies; also for ice-cream 
and soda fountain supplies. During the summer months the 
company will employ about 150 people, and about 75. people 
will be employed the year round in the manufacture of jams 
and jellies. A great many apples are raised in the Black River 
Falls district, and they will find a ready market at the factory. 
Black River Falls is also noted for its strawberries. This will 
give the farmer a market for strawberries, raspberries and, 
in fact, anything he will raise. 

This is one example of what can be done with the old 
breweries in Wisconsin. The Wisconsin Canned Foods Com- 
pany is a half million dollar concern. The company is located 
at Fairchild, Wisconsin, and operates a line of canning fac- 
tories. In fact, their intention is to put out a full line of food 
products.

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THE TRI-STATE PACKERS’ MEETING 
Hotel Adelphia, Pa., December 17-18, 1919 


It was a real Canners’ Convention which assembled in 
Philadelphia for the annual Convention of the Tri-State Pack- 
ers’ Association. The thermometer slid dewn in the tube 
to 7 below zero; there was a great big crowd of interested 
canners; most of the leading supplymen were present, and 
the brokers from all over the country rubbed elbows with 
their principals. 

The first session opened on Wednesday afternoon in the 
big Roof Garden, and every chair was occupied. These meet- 
ings would not seem natural if Mr. E, J. Cattell, representing 
the city of Philadelphia, did not welcome the canners, and 
it can be said right here that he is as much welcomed as he 
welcomes them. He always makes an address which remains 
long in the memory of his hearers, and he did so on this occa- 
sion. 


With this President Strasbaugh at once plunged into the 


business of the Convention, and opened the ball by reading - 


his annual address. 


PRESIDENT STRASBAUGH’S ADDRESS 


Mr. J. W. McCall, chairman of the Baked Bean Section, 
recently said: ‘‘We have much to ponder over, but little to 
report.” 


To put it in the ri-State language I would say: “But lit- 
tle good or profit to report.” 

The Germans have been vanquished, but war against the 
canner, especially the Tri-State canner, continues with more 
ferocity than ever. The law of supply and demand is still a 
memory. With the canner it is Supply and d the Supplier. 
The Army and Navy can no longer enlarge their muscle by 
fighting the Hun. They continue their physical culture for 
the benefit of the hunger-er at the expense of the canner by 
selling canned ‘‘Tomats” at 50c to $1.00 per dozen less than 
cost of manufacture, just so the “High Cost of Loafing’? may 
be considered justifiable a little longer. 

Result, the industry is dmoralized as never before, not- 
withstanding a smaller pack than ever before. 


The grower also did his patriotic duty in 1919, as he also 
did his duty in 1918. The prices demanded for raw stock 
compelled the canner to deliver to the grower the tail which 
was not already taken with the Army and Navy hide. With 
the Army and Navy and farmer “agen ’em,” what could the 
poor canner do? 


Fellow-canners, the only consolation is that it will not 
take a gross of pencils to figure the income tax for 1919, but 
even this must be said in a whisper, otherwise 80 per cent of 
the unused pencils will be claimed by Roper, and it is possible 
he may insist they be sent by parcel post, postage prepaid, 
with a war stamp on both sides.of the receipt. 


It is needless to tell you your President, Executive Officers 
and numerous Committees have been active throughout the 
past year. They have commuted to Washington, New York, 
yea, verily, to Waterloo. They have met the friendly enemy 
and they are theirs, chattels and all. They also had many a 
conference with the insatiable farmer who demanded, some 
say, $30, some $60, and some $90 per ton for tomatoes against 
_ the pre-war price of $6, $9 and $10 per ton delivered factory. 

They have told us: ‘“‘You get twice as much since we must 
have five, ten, fifteen times as much.”’ 


Like the politician, they met in school houses at midnight, 
with a single candle or lantern over their heads. For they 
admit they did not need much light. What they wanted more 
especially was mazuma, and, not much to my surprise, they 
got it. 

Our fellow-canners in California and Utah continued to 
get all the raw tomatoes they wanted at $13 to $15 per ton. 
Is it any wonder, fellow-Tri-Staters, that we are now wonder- 
ing what our profit and loss will look like when we arise to 
greet the Happy New Year? Gentlemen, twenty “chipmunks 
in glasses,’’ professional and reformational, in Washington, and 
twenty growers in a country schoolhouse with one lantern 
overhead can make a profit statement jump to the loss side 
quicker than the sheriff can say ‘All done.” 


Now what are you going to do about it? During the year 
at special meetings in Wilmington and Philadelphia—meet- 
ings more largely attended than ever before—you endorsed 
Inspection and Advertising. Some voted the former, some 
the latter, and, like the team of balky horses, some pulled 
forward while some pulled back, and vice versa.

Now, there are about 400 canners in the Tri-States and 
about 4,000 in the United States. If this army will pull to- 
gether, even though there may be rough stones in the road, 
and even though the going is not all concrete and macadam, 
what will be the result? If each individual resolves everything 
must be done his own way, majority be hanged, what will be 
the result? Shall the majority rule, or the individual? Shail 
we work as a unit, governed by the will of the majority, or 
separately? In other words, shall we continue organization, 
which is simply many ruled by a majority, or shall we dis- 
band and go it alone? One costs no annual dues; the other 
a minimum toll, and accomplishment unattainable except by 
co-operation and unity. 

Do you prefer to be civilized or to continue the methods 
of the savage? 

One word more: 15 per cent of our 110,000,000 now eat 
canned foods. If 30 per cent could be induced to eat canned 
foods, it means every man can double his pack and decrease 
this cost of packing on account of increased volume. 


Is it worth a small assessment? Is it worth the trial? 


Gentlemen, men of sense, common sense, I leave it with 
you. 
Secretary C. M. Dashiell followed with an extemporaneous 
report, omitting the minutes for the sake of time, and saying 
that the Association had progressed well during the year. 

The Chair then introduced Mr. William L. Rice, of the 
bex-making firm of T. B. Rice & Sons Co., Philadelphia, who 
wished to urge upon the canners the crying need of the con- 
servation of our forests and timber supplies. He showed that 
these are not only being denuded for building purposes and 
the making of wooden cases, but even more largely in the mak- 
ing of pulp for paper of various kinds, and which is wasted 
often after the one use. If conservation is not systematically 
done, he pointed out, the industry might expect prices on their 
cases to continually advance. He showed an interesting photo- 
graph. He said that about 25 years ago a man patented a 
machine for dove-tailing boxes, and thought the canners would 
welcome such a box, with its lack of nails and dangers there- - 
from. The photo he showed was of a box dug up from the 
ruins in Egypt 3.310 years old, and it was a dove-tailed box. 
Mr. Rice urged better packing, saying that a whole the Ameri- 
can business man packed his wares 50 to 80 per cent below 
his competitor in Europe, not in price, but in quality and 
ability to deliver the goods to destination in perfect condition. 

Dr. D. N. Shoemaker, of the Bureau of Plant Industry, 
Department of Agriculture, next addressed the meeting on the 
“Right Kind of Seed.’’ He pointed out that the average yield 
of tomatoes in the Tri-States was 214 tons per acre, and that 
the canners could not compete with other sections where the 
yields run from 10 to 25 tons to the acre, and that something 
must be done if they did not wish to see tomato canning die 
out as an industry in this section. Speaking of the seed supply, 
he said that the Government, when the war began, believed 
that it was wise to prepare on the basis of at least four years, 
and it planned everything on that basis. Asa result, the end 
of 1918 saw a very large supply of seeds on hand. When 


the war ended this country thought that Europe would be 
hungry for seeds of all kinds, and accordingly representatives

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rushed to Europe, only to find that seed salesmen there had 
their grips packed ready to rush to America to dispose of large 
blocks of seeds which they had accumulated for the same rea- 
son. He urged the canners to buy seed only from reliable 
sources and to avoid the numerous cheap seeds of unknown 
origin, A few dollars saved on seed may mean the loss of a 
whole year’s efforts. If the canners wished to save their own 
seed they should start with true type seed, grow it especially 
for seed, and make the selection in the fields from the plants. 
not from the fruit. Heredity is shown in the plant, not in 
the fruit. Select the seed and select the ground. or the grower. 
Then see that the field is “rogued’—that is, that plants which 
do not show right type are pulled up and destroyed. Those 
which show proper formation and true to type should be 
staked and none of the fruit picked from them. When it is 
picked it should be kept separate for each plant and used again 
the next season, thus increasing the straight strain of the most 
desirable plants. It is a fallacy to say that seed will “run out” 
in one locality. If you find the seed that does best in a given 
locality, it should improve and not run out, Dr. Shoemaker 
said. Asked if different strains of tomatoes were liable to 
mix if planted close together, he replied that tomatoes do not 
easily mix. The strains keep quite true, if free from disease. 

The Chair then introduced Prof, S. B. Haskell, who gave 
a splendid talk on “Fertilizers.” We are going to save this 
for next week, owing to lack of space and time 

Mr. Arjay Davies, President of the National Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association, was next introduced. He made a par- 
ticular point that the jobbers and the canners should know 
each other better; that conditions would be much improved 
if they were better acquainted one with the other. 

Next President H. A. N. Daily, of the National Canned 
Goods and Dried Fruit Brokers’ Association, was introduced, 
and after welcoming the Conventionites to his home town of 
Philadelphia, he made one of his fine, characteristic addresses, 
as he has done so many times this fall before other meetings. 

President R. A. Sindall, of the Canning Machinery and 
Supplies Association, is a very popular idol with the Tri-State 
canners, and he responded to the invitation to speak with a 
neat and well-received address. He made his listeners think 
when he invited them to the Cleveland Exhibit of Machinery, 
saying that it cost the exhibitors a quarter of a million dollars 
to present this show. 

The Chair then introduced Mrs. Evelyn Harris as the one 
woman canner in attendance, and Mrs. Harris responded with 
an address which was new to the canners and which all will 
remember for a long while. This address is worthy of better 
attention than we can now give it, so we are going to reserve 
it for next week. 

The President then announced dthe appointment of the 
following committees: Resolutions—Wnm. Silver, J. N. Shriver, 
F. A. Torsch, Asa Bennett and Richard Dallam. Nomination 
Committee—D. N. Stevenson, C. S. Stevens, E. A. Greenabaum, 
F. P. Roe and W. M Wright. 

The Banquet and Entertainment. 

At 6:30 the entire Convention sat down as the guests 
of the supplymen and brokers in the great Gold Room of the 
Adelphia to as sumptuous a banquet as anyone could expect 
in these dry times. The menu did credit to the Adelphia, 
which has a name in this line. Comic caps had been provided 
for each diner, and everyone wore one. A more than ordi- 
narily good Jazz Orchestra had been provided, and it never 
seemed to tire. The crowd was urged to sing the songs that 
had been distributed at each plate, and it responded with a 
will. There were many vaudeville “stunts” of the higher-class 
kind mixed in with the singing and music, and the whole even- 
ing was a most delightful one, 

President Strasbaugh introduced National President Frank 
Gerber after the festivities were nearly over, and President 
Gerber was in rather better voice than usual. He explained 
at length the big Inspection and Advertising campaign now on, 
and urged unanimous support of it. 

Mr. F. J. Ross, of the Blackman-Ross Co., who are han- 
dling the advertising as experts, went into detail about the 
manner in which the whole country is to be told about the 
virtues of canned foods, and showed on a screen copies of the 
advertisements and explained the points they were to em- 
phavsize.

As Brokers View the Market 


BALTIMORE, MD. 4 


. Baltimore, Md., December 20th, 1919. 

Developments during the week in the canned foods market in 
this section were nil. No one expected that there would be a re- 
sumption of buying on a large scale, consequently there was no 
surprise or disappointment because of the small volume of busi- 
hess accomplished. December is living up to its reputation as be- 
ing, in a general way, the dullest month of the year in this market. 
At that, there was something doing nearly every day in ihe way 
of special deals, brought about by exigencies of one kind or an- 
other, which kept bargain hunters on the alert. with ready cash, 
to help out a friend in need or a tired holder of inactive goods. 
Not all markets in this big country are hampered by sales of 
Government surplus foods on the lottery plan, and those buyers 
look to the original source of supplies for their requirements. 
Official statistics show that unsold goods at the primary sources 
are very much less than usual at this time of year, while the con- 
sumption goes on apace. The publication of the official statistics 
of the pack of tomatoes in 1919, now being compiled by the Na- 
tional Canners’ Association, to be issued shortly, are awaited with 
keen interest, and they are expected to have much influence upon 


the course of the market prices between now and the next can- 
ning season. 


In the regular jobbing way the trading in tomatoes this week 
was light, and the holiday next week will, no doubt, cause a dull 
market for them, probably until after inventory time. The can- 
ners who have their goods safely stored away for the winter 
months, and insured until next spring, will not part with them 
new, and are satisfied, apparently, to take the chances of finding 


_a better market later on.- There are others, however, the smaller 


producers, not so well situated as to storage and finances, who will 
go with the market from week-to-week, and from them we will 
draw what is needed. The buyer who is ready to take over a 
good trade when it bobs up may get what he is waiting for be- 
tween now and the first of the year, and have the purchase in- 


voiced after January Ist, by placing his inquiry in the hands of 
his broker for attention. We make the suggestion. 


The buying of corn, noted in the last two or three weeks, 
dropped off this week. The inquiries for it were less numerous 


as well. Perhaps the publication of the statistics of the pack had 
something to do with it. 


Fancy quality spinach is gradually being taken out of this 
market, but there is a supply of the regular standard grade to meet 
buyers’ requirements, though no oversupply is apparent. Balti- 
more has become a large market for spinach. 


Canned sweet potatoes were neglected this week, and the 
same is true of all the other vegetables, with two or three excep- 
tions, for instance, stringless beans, beets and kraut, for each of 
which there is a fair demand. There were orders, too, for peas 
in No. 1 tins which could not be placed because that size is sold 
out, as well as the No. 2 petit pois. ; 


Pears were bought again this week for export, in good sized 
lots, and the demand for them is expected to be satisfactory while 
the markets abroad are in the buying humor. The domestic de- 
mand is light. 


For peaches, apples and berries there was little or no demand 
this week. The stocks of them in this market are so very light, 
however, that they will not bother the canners to carry them until 
the spring trade sets in. 


Nothing doing in jams and jellies, because of the scarcity of 
sugar. There is enough demand for them to cause an active 
market if they were obtainable, but the offerings are almost too 
small to quote prices. Send in your inquiries if small shipments 
will do you any good. 


The scarcity of oysters for canning purposes has become acute. 
as was anticipated in our previous reports, and now that the cold. 
freezing weather has arrived the scarcity will be greater. If 
wanted for the winter months pick them up immediately. 

Because of the scarcity of raw oysters the manufacture of 
crushed shells for poultry will be largely curtailed and the prices 


are very likely to advance.
